The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday even- 
ing, May 7, for its regular 
monthly meeting and coun- 
cil member Ralph Medley 
led the meeting in the ab- 
sence of Mayor Kathy Hol- 
ley.

In a recommendation 
from the mayor, the council 
approved a new interim po- 
lice chief for the Town of 
New Brockton. 

Current police chief 
Jimmy Duke is on an ex- 
tended medical leave, and 
according to a letter from 
the mayor, it is unknown ex- 
actly when he would be able 
to return to duty. Therefore, 
during the time of his ab- 
sence, the mayor noted that 

‘she felt it in the best interest 
of the town to appoint an in- 
terim police chief. 

The name and face would 
be one very recognizable to 
New Brockton citizens as 
the mayor’s letter indicated 
former police chief Dale 
Grimes had agreed to accept 
the interim job. 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the mayor, the coun- 


ri 


cil voted unanimously to ap- 
point Dale Grimes as acting 
police chief at the pay rate 
for the police chief until 
which time Chief Duke is 
able to return to the job. 

Grimes was in attendance 
for the meeting, and he 
thanked council members 
for appointing him as acting 
chief in the interim. 

“Thank you for the op- 
portunity to serve New 
Brockton again,” Grimes 
said. “This means a great 
deal to me.” 

Grimes will remain an 
employee of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment also while serving as 
acting police chief; ho- 
wever, he left a position 
with the Elba Police Depart- 
ment to take on the new ap- 
pointment for New 
Brockton. 

Council member Medley 
noted there would be a Ded- 
ication Ceremony on Sat- 
urday, May 11, at 10 a.m. at 
the flagpole outside the 
town hall office in memory 
of former council member 
the late Sonny Eads. He said 
a bench would be dedicated

The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
continues working with the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) to 
investigate potential cases 
of measles in the state. 

There are more than 30 
open investigations and 
currently only one 
presumptive positive 
measles case in Alabama. 
This presumptive positive 
case is in an infant residing 
in St. Clair County. The 
child has not been in 
daycare and has not traveled 
out of state. 

The investigation is 
ongoing and additional 
testing is being done. 

Clarification received 
from the CDC provides 
recommendations for adult 
vaccine as follows: One 
dose of MMR (measles, 
mumps, rubella) or other 
presumptive immunity is 
sufficient protection for 
most U.S. adults born on or 
after 1957. Other 
presumptive evidence of 
measles immunity includes: 

* Birth before 1957 

* Laboratory evidence of

Among his other 
businesses was a lumber 
company, a gin and he also 
served as a member of the 
Chipley city Council for 
several years. In 1867 he 
married Fanny Clara Daniel 
of Jackson County Florida. 
They had two daughters and 
one son. 

Byrd and Moates’ grand- 
father, Thomas A. Byrd, 
was 21 years old when he 
first enlisted as a private in 
7th Regiment Alabama in- 
fantry; re-enlisting 26 Au- 
gust 1862 in Ozark, 
Alabama, in Company D, 
53rd Alabama Partisan 
Rangers. While in service 
Thomas was shot through 
the ankle; his granddaugh- 
ter, Tommye, remembered 
that the wound never com- 
pletely healed, there being 
no antibiotics at the time, 
and had to be dressed every 
day of his life. Thomas 
married Catherine Mullins; 
they had 12 children, all of 
whom lived to maturity. He 
was a prominent farmer in 
the Coffee County area. He 
died in 1937 at the age of 
97.

AEULOGY FOR A FRIEND I NEVER MET 


Faith. It’s a word we throw around a lot in church. One sim- 
ple way of defining faith is belief without proof. In Christian 
faith we are asked to believe in a god we cannot see (or hear, 
or touch etc.) That is difficult. Faith is a struggle for me. Some 
people don’t like to hear that from a pastor. Sure, there are days 
that faith is easy. It’s easy to feel God when holding a new baby 
or see God while admiring a bright rainbow. Other days God 
seems so distant. . .like God has gone on an extended vacation. 

To me, God seems absent when I look out into much of hu- 
manity. The world seems to be full of individuals and groups 
aimed, ready and active at spewing hate. Unfortunately, lots of 
this hate comes from “Christians.” Christians: the very people 
who are supposed to be the “love one another” people. Chris- 
tians: the very people who are to imitate Christ in word and ac- 
tion. This makes it difficult to believe in the love of these 
Christians...and I’m afraid....to believe in the God in which 
the faith proclaims. 

Doubting something that I’ve built my whole life around is 
terrifying! Can doubt and faith exist in my brain, heart and soul 
at the same time? Am I the only one feeling this way? One 
thing that helps me in these seasons of despair is to hear from 
other believers who have dealt with similar issues. 

Years ago I stumbled upon a blog by a young writer named 
Rachel Held Evans. Though blogging was already common at 
the time, there was something uncommon about Rachel’s posts. 
There was something refreshing and honest about her personal 
revelations and reflections of her faith journey and The Church 
universal. Rachel was willing to call out the abuses, deficits 
and broken places in The Church. She was honest and trans- 
parent about her feelings and beliefs...and she was hated for 
it. Her critics reacted: How dare she question God! How dare 
she question The Church! How dare she question her, faith! 

Rachel has this (amongst many other things) to say about 
faith: “Faith is a risk. Like any significant relationship in your 
life, your relationship with God is a risk that you take. Faith 
isn’t about having it all linked up and believing everything 
100%. It’s about following Jesus even when it's not entirely 
clear, even when you don’t have it all figured out.” 

Though the online trolls swarmed daily, Rachel humbly, 
calmly and graciously went about the work that she was called 
to. Rachel was a modern-day prophet amongst us (and we don’t 
always like what prophets have to say). She held up a mirror 
to us and showed us that we can do better...that we can be 
better. In a world where droves of people are leaving our con- 
gregations, Rachel said that she, too, has wanted to leave Chris- 
tianity behind. She asked those of us struggling with doubt to 
pause, reassess and take a chance on wrestling with our faith... 
-wrestling with God. 

Rachel Held Evans died suddenly on Saturday. She was 37 
years old. She left behind a husband, 3-year-old son, and 11- 
month-old daughter. We have lost an important Church leader. 
We have lost a brave voice. You may have never heard of her 
before. Rachel has written several books in her short life that 
have breathed life into my soul and the souls of many other 
Christians weary of the problems of Christianity and The 
Church. She has helped me see God’s fingerprints on each per- 
son on the planet. She has helped me lean in to my calling as a 
pastor. She has been a person who allowed herself to be used 
by God to help awaken The Kingdom and help us refocus on 
The Mission. I have a challenge for you, reader, today: Read 
the words of Rachel Held Evans. You can check out her blog 
posts and/or books. You can hear her voice on videos. No 
matter your reaction to her opinions, you will sense that she 
was serious about her faith. You will know that she cared 
deeply for The Church and wanted desperately to help others 
to know and love Jesus. 

May we, too, be willing to have open ears to the voice of God 
that continues to speak today.
